I am applying for the vacant Assembly District 24 seal.l feel my background in economic

development, public land policy, and as a Congressional staffer is right for Nevada's cunent

moment.

h 2A12, I managed the Stronger Economies Together economic development planning

process for a nine county region that included Washoe County and surrounding rural areas.

We engaged over 225 people in at least one intensive four hour planning session where

consensus was formed. I co-wrote the resulting SET Economic Blueprint. The plan was

nationally recognized and laid the groundwork for many economic development successes.

From February 2013 to December 2014,1 was the Rural Community Liaison in the Office of

Congressman Steven Horsford. ln that capacity, I assisted in providing strong constituent

services to residents of the newly drawn Fourth Congressional District. I worked with federal

agencies including the Department of lnterior, the Depahment of Agriculture, the Department

of Defense, the Department of Commerce, and the Veterans Administration on priorities of the

many communities in the Fourth District. Successes included: working with the Nevada

Hospital Association, the Bureau of Land Management and the US Department of Commerce

to ensure a $19.6 million broadband grant, which provides improved telemedicine services to

rural Nevada, proceeded; a USDA grant to Mineral County which funded the purchase of an

off road ambulance; an engineering study for a replacement water system in Trout Canyon;

and working with the State of Nevada on an Army Corps of Engineers flood channel on Mt,

Charleston.

I am seeking appointment to continue my work on these issues. lf appointed, lwould pursue

the following:

1. Working to identiff how graduates of Washoe Gounty Schools, communi$ colleges, and

the University of Nevada could obtain skills needed for forthcoming large economic

development projects in the region. The State must provide reasonable incentives that

encourage the well-trained alumni of Nevada institutions to stay here and form the worKorce

of the future. Further, I would strongly support public computing centers--like the ones
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created- in Lyon and Mineral .Counties by a grant I co-wrote while at Westem Nevada

Development District. Many people cannot afford intemet access, and with many job

applications only being available online, public computing centers are a crucial resource for

the public.

2. I would work with the Nevada Association of Counties and other parties to craft a solution

to the issues with the administration of federal lands in Nevada. Too often federal agencies do

a poor job of consulting the public and allowing residents of affected communities, including

Washoe County, to determine their own future. Further, land that has been identified for

disposal should be disposed at whatever price the market will allow. Long term solutions to

this issue must be inclusive and emphasize listening to residents of Nevada. Finally, we must

form a strong bipartisan, rural/urban, business/labor coalition to ensure the Greater Sage

Grguse is not listed as an endangered species. Even the threat of a listing can cripple good

development, cost Nevada jobs, and constrain local governments.

3. Nevada's property tax system should be streamlined so it is more predictable for local

govemments. A cap on property tax decreases due to declines in assessed value would

enable local governments to budget within a predic'table band. This would ensure that local

governments are not forced into sudden and severe budget cuts by dramatic declines in

assessed property values, as has happened in the recent past.

( 4. We must improve our mental health system, but that does not mean simply throwing more

money at the problem and creating an even larger government bureaucracy. The mental

health system should be easier to navigate and less confusing. The system should be

designed so that people who know they need help are directed to treatment before severe

mental health crises occur.

S. We must work to solve the long-term infrastructure needs in Northern Nevada. Washoe

County has significant school maintenance needs, as well as a need for improved sewer

treatrnent. Yet with our economy still recovering and budgets still constrained, funding for

these priorities is scarce. lf appointed to the legislature, I would work to ensure that Washoe

County and the City of Reno have the tools they need to access low interest, long-term

federal loans. This would minimize any impact these projects have on annual budgets.

I feel my background and inclusive, consensus building approach would benefit the citizens of

the 24th District. Thank you foryour consideration of my application.

In 1215, a group of nobles gathered around King John at
Runnymead in England.

Hence the
Magna. Carta and habeas corpus was born. Alrnost 800 years later,
this inalienable human right has been compromised by the
National Defense Authorization Act (NDAA), which states the
President and the military can detain suspected terrorists without
trial. I cannot believe we as a nation md citizenry allow this
blatantly unconstitutional law to remain on the books! Therefore, I
would work to nulliff the NDAA within Nevada. Ircalizethis is
only symbolic.

Additionally,there are several state issues of import. I have
mentioned the opportunrty to reform our state tax structure. I agree
any new taxes should be as broad based and as low as possible.
Education funding needs to be stabilized and increased. It would
be a priority for me to work on making Nevada's tax system more
broad based and less regressive.

On environmental issues, I would advocate strong regulations for
hydraulic fracturing (fracking) that would truly mitigate negative
environmental effects such as air pollution and ground water
degradation. If science finds that there is no way to do fracking
without negative environmental effects, I would oppose it. We
need to work harder to utilize alternative energy, ffid to minimize
sprawl. There should be no parts of urban areas that are
inaccessible by public transit.
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On educational issues, we will need to train large numbers of
people for the avalanche ofjobs that are cascading into the state.

We need to move away from a student loan model of higher
education toward education that is affordable to all. Not everyone
needs a bachelors or masters degree. Trade school programs of a
yeff are sufficient to train for many of the new jobs coming our
way. It is the responsibihty of government to provide all of our
citizens with an equal shot at a quality education.

My actions as a citizen, and as a legislator, if selected, will be
guided by the following principles: Adherence to the Bill of
Rights, a hand up, not a hand out, reasonable protection for the
environment and the clear skies and water we treasure, and a
society in which everyone contributes their fair share. Thank you
for your consideration.

With this letter, I wish to apply for the Nevada Assembly, District 24. I have long been
interested in participating in the legislature and feel that I have the background and
abilityto be an effective representative of the DistricL

I have been a resident of District 24 for 36 years, since the late 70's and early 80's of
Assemblyman Paul Prengaman [R) and Todd Bedrosian (D), both of whom I knewwell.
I have been a Democrat since about 1985, and was a Republican prior to thattime. I
been marriedfor 42 years, and we raised three daughters all who were educated in the
Washoe County School District I was born in farm country in Northeastern Montana,
but moved to southern California where I went to high school, and graduated from UC

Santa Barbara (chemistry maior) and then on to UC Davis (Ph.D. in agricultural
chemistry). I have been activ6 in a variety of community affairs, including the PTA
when our children were in school, the Reno Charter Commission in the 1990's, and have
worked with the County and City of Reno staff on various issues related to public health
over the years. I have also served on several national panels, from EPA competitive
grant review panels to National Academy of Science discussions on a variety of
environmental and public health topics. I have had international experience working on
miningindustry supported committees, including the UNEP Cyanide Code Committee
and the project on "Mining, Minerals and Sustainable Development" between 2000 and
2002.

Since I arrived in Reno, I have been employed as a faculty member at UNR, in the
College of Agriculture, Biotechnolory and Natural Resources in various departnents as
the College has been reorganized. My duties have been divided between teaching
research and public service. My teaching responsibilities have focused on courses in
environmental toxicologr, measurement and fate of chemicals in the environment and
several special topics courses on a variety of chemical and environmental issues of
importance to public health, agrlculture and mining. Since about L996,lhave directed
the interdisciplinary graduate program in Environmental Sciences and Health for about
15 years, in two stints. I recently stepped down as director, which will become
effective on Dec. 31 of this year.

My research activity has covered a wide range of topics, from the measurement and
transformation of agricultural chemicals, to the development of a biological system to
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treat contaminated mine water. The system we designed is still operating at the
Leviathan Mine in Alpine County, California, and I remain proud of that effective system.
We have also done major projects at Lake Tahoe, including examination of the impact of
two-cycle engine emissions on Lake Tahoe, as well as the effect of road runoff on
phosphorus release into Lake Tahoe. We are presently funded on a proiectby
Newmont Mining Corporation for reduction of conflict in mine projects, entitled
"Development of Good Neighbor Agreements". We are also funded by the US
Department of Agri culture on a 4-y ear research grant to investigate biofu el production
from arid land plants native to Nevada.

From a business perspective, I have helped establish two environmental laboratories in
Reno. The firstwas Alpha Analytical, in 1986, and the second was Nevada
Environmental Laboratory in 1990, of which I was a co-owner. This business had over
45 employees in two states, and measured the concentration of a wide range of
chemicals in environmental systems fsoil, water air, etcJ I sold my portion of the
laboratory to my partner in 1998. I also took a leave of absence from UNR for a year in
2008-2009 to work at an agricultural chemicals company, Valent USA, which was a
subsidiary of Sumitomo Chemical, based in fapan. I was the manager of the
environmental chemistry group, which focused on how the Sumitomo agricultural
products were transported and transformed in the environmenl Both of these
experiences sharpened my respect for business ventures, and the challenges facing
Iarge and small companies.

Nevada Legislative Experience

I have been interested and active in the Nevada Legislature for over 30 years. I have
walked precincts for all of the democratic candidates (and a couple of republicans, Paul
Prengaman and fason Geddes), and gotten to know each of them quite well, and also
became familiar with District 24.

I was very active in the development of two important pieces of legislation in the past
25 years. The firstwas the Mining Reclamation Legislation, which was introduced by
Assemblywoman Vivian Freeman in 1989 based on a memorandum that I developed
with her. While this legislation was highly controversial at the time, the legislation,
which passed at the very end of the session, was the basis for the devetopment of
mining reclamation regulations by the NDEP, which I still consider the best in the US.
Nevada's mining industry now accepts the regulations as necessary for public
acceptance of mining and this set of regulations is now a model for regulations
throughout the world. The second legislation was the Nevada rerycling legislation,
passed in 1991, and based on a draft that a UNR class of mine developed in 1990.
While this legislation was changed in several important aspects duringthe sessioh, the
core aspect of the recycling draft that was introduced by Assemblywoman Freeman is
still evident in the current law. I also participated in legislative discussions during the
last session on the utilization of miningpitlakes in Nevada. Our state will have more
water in pitlakes than in all the man-made lakes completelywithin Nevada when the
pits fill. We argued that safe access to pit lakes is important for long term recreational
use, and should be required, particularly for public land access following completion of
mining and ultimate closure. I have also been at legislative hearings and testified(
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during most of the sessions on various bills affecting higher education, public health or
the environment.

Finally, I have been chair of the Nevada FacultyAlliance (NFA), and chair of the NFA
PAC for several years. The NFA is an advocacy organization for faculty in the Nevada
System of Higher Education, and has worked closely with representatives of various
units of the NSHE (e.g. UNR, UNLV and the communitlr colleges) for supportof higher
education in Nevada. I have come to know many legislators and issues surrounding
being a legislator.

I would be honored to be in the Assembly, and would take a leave of absence from the
University for a semester during the session. I am 64 and plan on retiring from UNR in
about three years, which coincides with the end of the USDA grant for which I am the
principle investigator. The eight graduate students that I have in my research group are
all in an advanced state of their studies and can functiori well as a group with limited
direction from me for the semester that I would be gone,

While I have a great interest in being appointed to the Nevada Assembly from District
24,lrealize that I have much to learn, but could contribute substantially to the
discussion in the legislature, particularly on education, public health and the
environment I also realize that the budget is the most important work of the
legislature. I would look to Governor Sandoval for froviding leadership on tax policy,
and will argue that the tax should be broad based, but not overly regressive. Increases
for all levels of education is critically important for moving Nevada forward. As we look
to the new initiatives of Tesla construction, drones, and further diversification of the
economy, each of these will require a well trained and educated work force that can
make these businesses successful and provide diverse and well-paying fobs for
Nevadans.

I appreciate your consideration of this application, and ask for your support I will
represent District 24 fully, and am looking forward to working with the Washoe County
Commission, the School District and the cities of Reno and Sparks.

Winston Churchill said that there comes a special moment in everyone's life, "a mission for
which he is uniquely qualified." I had thought this moment might come for me in the 2016
election cycle.Instead, it comes now. In that spirit, please consider my unique qualifications to
represent the citizens of Nevada's Assembly District 24.

I am a rnoderate Democrat strongiy supportive of funding and reforming education, advancing
green ellergy and the jobs it can create and dedicated to the proposition that Nevada must
finatly undertake common sense tax reform that will result in a fair, stable and transparent
revenue system suited to our 2Lst cenfury needs and economy. After decades of well-
intentioned sfudies, Nevada's tax strucfure is now a patchwork of taxes, fees, exemptions and
exceptions that no longer effectively serves the needs of our taxpayers or the institutions of
Sovemment.

Shifting our
economy and economic development strategies tolvard high tech industries and jobs is
essential, but where vl'ill our fufure workers come from when only 36.7 percent of Nevada,s
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eighth graders are proficient in math? Funding our K-12 and higher education system as an
essential investment for Nevada's future by way of a predictable, fair and transparent tax
system that does not unfairly target any single employer or industry is necessary. Do we want
Tesla and other companies to import workers from outside the Silver State, or are we dedicated
to the proposition that qualified Nevadans fill these new jobs?

I am a proud graduate of three Washoe County schools: Anderson Elementary, Swope Middle
and Reno High School. I know that our school system has been in the past and must be in the
future capable of educating all students and producing the best and the brightest. We cannot,
however, merely hope that it is so and continue to limp along with an unstable tax structure
that injects uncertainty into every budget in each biennium. As student body president of Reno

High School,I touted the fact that Vice President George H. W. Bush recognized RHS as a top
ten public institution during an appearance at our school. Unfortunately, despite exceptional
ongoing efforts in'our schools and outstanding public charter institutionslike the Davidson
Academy (which my daughter attends), Nevada remains at the boftom of nearly every
meaningful list regarding education.
